The news of the retirement of Ballinger ig 
not a surprise. The news of the selection of 
& man to succeed him who has codperated 
with Pinchot in conservation work is a sen- 
sation. 

Ballinger firet discussed his resignation 
with the president on Jan. 14. Five days 
later he formally proffered his resignation 
because of the condition of his health. The 
president declined to consider it at that time, 
though he said he would take the matter up 
again after congress adjourned. 


Submits Resignation Third Time. 

On Monday last Mr. Ballinger for the third 
time submitted hig resignation, this time in 
the form of an appeal to be relieved from the 
duiies of his office. Yesterday the president 
permitted his retirement in a letter which de- 
nounced “conspirators who have not hesi- 
tated in their pursuit of yop to resort to the 
meanest of methods, inch ing the corrup- 

tion of your most confidential assistant.“ 

So the end has come to a campaign which 
has raged abeut the interior department al- 
most from the time Ballinger took the oata 
of office. It has been a campaign of charges 
amd countercharges, of cries of conspiracy 
to destroy an administration and an innocent 
man, and of replies that the interests of the 
country were being debauched and sold out 
to financial buccaneers. From it has arisen 
a grave political issue, which played a part 
in the last election and which was destined 
to play a more prominent part in the presi- 
dential election of 1912 had it not been re- 
moved. ' 

But whether or not Mr. Ballinger was the 
object of one of the most unscrupulous con- 
spiracies for the defamation of character 
that history can show,“ as alleged by Presi- 
dent Taft in his letter to the retiring secre- 
tary, his return to private life and his suc- 
cession by a Man in whom conservationists 
have confidence cannot but be advantageous 


politically.

Another thing which arouses doubt is the

Ambassador Professes Ignorance. 

This same attitude of denying there is any 
peril of international complications is car- 
ried out in statements by those who are rep- 
resenting the Mexican government. Ambas- 
gador de la Barra of the republic of Mexioo, 
who has been in New York, returned to 
Washington tonight to fulfil a social en- 
gagement, and returned at midnight to New 
York. He professed entire ignorance as to 
the meaning of the mobilization of American 
troops. 

He disclaimed any knowledge of any 
change in the internal conditions of Mexico, 
and as for the health of President Diaz, he 
insisted that nothing in the personal or of- 
ficial communications of the president indi- 
cated anything but his usual satisfactory 
condition of health. Moreover, he said that 
apart from sporadic disorders connected with 
the revolt in isolated parts of Mexico, the sit- 
uation was normal. 

Enrico Creel, foreign minister of Mexico, 
according to dispatches from Mexico City, 
gays reports of peril to the Diaz government 
are false. This also is the position taken by 
Gefior Limantour, Mexican minister of 
Anance, who arrived in New York from Ru- 
rope today. 


‘Maderist Expects No Intervention. 

Even the representative of the Maderists 
says he does not expect intervention by the 
United States. He is Dr. F. Vasquez Gomes. 
He said: 

** We do not believe that the government 
of the United States entertains any purpose 
ef intervening in the present situation in 
Mexico unless the government of Gen. Dias, 
by its acts, deliberately compels such inter- 
vention. The policy of the provisiona) gov- 
ernment since the beginning of the revolu- 
tion has been one of respect for the rights 
ef property. Every pound of supplies seized 
has been paid for in cash, and every at- 
tempt at robbery or extortion has been at- 
tended by swift and severe punishment. 

In the matter of the railroads, our col- 
umns have repeatedly notified their agents 
that there would be absolutely no int 
ence with the regular train service, pro- 
vided no federal soldiers were transported 


‘from. point to point. 


But the Diaz government persisted in 
compelling the railroads to do this, and our 
troops were compelled, in obedience to the 
first law of nature, the right of self-defense, 
to destroy small sections of the roads here 
and there to prevent the passage of the 
enemy. If there has been any damage done 
the roads, Diaz has forced the damage on 
wem. 


Insurrectos Causing Trouble. 

It was admitted at the White House this 
evening that the Mexican in@urrectos had 
been giving trouble to the contractors en- 
gaged in work of damming the Colorado 
river across the line from the Imperial val. 
ley: in California, and that Mexico was send- 
ing by wey of the gulf of California a reg- 
iment of federal troops to guard the work, 
which was undertaken by the United States 
to prevent floods in the Imperial valley and 
the surrounding. country. 

Two hundred Mexican soldiers sent through 
Yuma, Ariz., some time ago for this pur- 
pose were gobbled up by the ineurrectos and 
never reached their destination. 

The president told callers today that Texas 
and the adjacent country offered an admira- 
ble field for maneuvers at this time of year, 
but vouchsafed no further information.

Navy and Marines Aid. 

The ships of the Pacific fleet are being 
concentrated at San Diego and San Pedro, 
Cal., for the ostensible purpose, according to 
official announcements, of cotperating with 
the army in maneuvers on the southwestern 
coast of the United Statea 

The four amored cruisere of the Fifth divi- 
sion of the Atlantic fleet—the Tennessee, 
Montane, North Carolina, and Washington— 
will leave New York for southern weters 
in a few days under orders which have 
been issued by the navy department. These 
ships are scheduled to go directly to the 
United States naval station at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, which is being made the base of the 
naval operations in the present plan. 

Two thousand marines also have been 
ordered to assemble at Guantanamo to cop- 
erate with the navy. Of this number, 1,400 
are being drawn from the complements of 
the marine barracks along the Atlantic coast, 
and the remaining 600 will be taken from the 
battleship fleet. 7 

Troop Ships Start South. 

On Thursday the Prairie will leave Phile- 
delphia with 700 marines now being collected 
from the eastern posts. The Dixie will carry 


a like number, and will leave Philad€iphia 


on Friday. 

The 2,000 marines at Guantanamo will con- 
sist of two regiments under the command of 
Col. L. W. T. Waller, the senior colonel of 
the marine corps, at present in command of 
the marine barracks at Norfolk, Va. 

The first regiment of the detachment will 
be in charge of Col. George Barnett, now 
commanding the marine barracks at Phila- 


| delphia, while the second regiment will be 


commanded by Col. Franklin J. Moses, the 
commanding officer of the marine barracks 


at Annapolis. 


Quick Action by Commanders. 

The orders to the marine corps, ft is pointed 
out at the navy department, are being car- 
ried out with Mghtninglike celerity, and the 
smoothness of the whole procedure in con- 
-pection with the marines is a tribute to the 
organization of the corps.

TROOPS AWAIT MEXICAN CALL. 


Fifteen hundred men are “up on their toes” 
out at Fort Sheridan, waiting for the word 
from Washington that will send them to the 
Mexican border. Ever since the insurrection 
broke out, in fact, the soldiers at the Lake 
county post have been held in readiness for 
immediate departure. No orders of any kind

The force at the fort is made up of 800 in- 
fantry, 400-cavalry, 150 artillery, staff officers, 
and casual,“ bringing the total up to 1,500 
men.

In ite conclusions the 66 reports: 

From the evidence we are satisfied that 
the wages received by these employés in this 
great industry are no better than they were 
ten years ago. 

In view of the testimony and the wording 
of the statutes, we ere constrained to believe 
that the maintenance and operation of the 
labor bureau in the Medinah temple is in vio- 
lation of the statutes of Illinois and is derog- 
atory to the rights and interests of the work- 
ere and that the same N be immediately 
dissolved.”

Springfield, l., March 7.—Repres¢htative 

Benton F. Kleeman of Chicago this morn- 
ing introduced in the house a pin providing 
tor the creation of a Chicago harbor in Lake 
Calumet. 
Mr. Kleeman, in. presenting his bill, de- 
clared his plan to be the most logical for 
giving Chicago better harbor facilities and 
an opportunity to reclaim its position as a 
lake port. He also said it would to a great 
extent stop the migration of manufacturing 
and industrial plants and concerns to In- 
diana. 

The sanitary district of Chicago is given full 
power and authority in this bill to construct 
and operate this harbor. The bili provides 
for a central harbor basin to covet not less 
than 300 acres, with a depth or 21 feet. From 
this central basin various basin slips and 
docks are to be extended. 

The bil contemplates federal cotperation 
in the building of a canal from Lake Michi- 
gan to the central harbor and further pro- 
vides for government ownership and contro! 
of this canal. The bill ts the sanitary 
trustees power to give easements in perpe- 
tuity for roads and municipal) public im- 
provements only. 

No leases of improved harbor lands and 
facilities shall be made for more than twenty 
years and all leases exceeding five years in 
length shall first de approved by the gov- 
ernor.

Sutherland, secretary of the civic federation 
of Chicago. 


Provisions of ApMadoc Bill. 

Under the provisions of the ApMadoc bill, 
which now goes to the house, juvenile or 
adult parole may apply to prisoners con- 
victed of violations of nicipal ordinances, 
such as: All misdemeanors except as here- 
inafter Hmited; obtaining money or property 
by false pretenses, where the value is less 
than §200; larceny, e embezzlement, and ma- 
licilous mischief, involving injury under $200; 
burglary, other than business house, dwen- 
ing, or habitation, involving less than $200; 
attempt to commit burglary under the same 
condition; burglary where the burglar is 
found in a building other than a business 
house, dwelling house, or other habitation.”’ 

Cleland stood for the bill he drew himeelt, 
which was held to grant unlimited powers to 
the sentencing judge as to terme vf parole 
and reasons therefor. 


Says Bill Made Judge Boss.“ 

“That is my objection to your bu“ Mr 
ApMadoc replied to the argument of Mr. 
Cleland. ‘* Your bill makes the judge the 
owner and boss of a man under probation.” 

Many of the members of the committee took 
part in the argument, which became acrid 
as the hearing proceeded.

In the winter of 1909 sixty-three stars ap- 
peared on the stage of the New York theaters. 
Out of these sixty-three stars only ten had 
begun the life of the stage at an early age. 

Why should not the profession of acting be 
on @ par with that of medicine or the law? 
If a youth wishes to become a good physician 
or a good lawyer he gives his early years to 
obtaining an education and to the cultivation 
of his mind, so that he may be more fit to 
embrace his chosen profession. And yet when- 
ever an attempt is made to place acting on a 
par with the other professions theatrical man- 
agers contend that children on the stage are 
not preparing fof a profession but are learning 
an art. 

Nevertheless, a careful investigation in New 
York discloses that out of 320 children em- 
ployed there in the theaters in 1895 only five 
were to be found on the stage in any capacity 
fifteen years later (in 1910), and only one of 
these had attained any prominence. So far as 
the careers of the remainder could be followed 
it was discovered that they had almost uni- 
formly become delinquent. .

It is safe to say that for efficiency, coupled 
with enthusiasm, the delegation which will 
today urge upon the Illinois assembly the 
claims of woman to the suffrage will be 
equaled by few delegations heard at this 
or any other session.

The question of the franchise for women 
is no longer the issue of a relatively few 
zealots, It is one of the most vital and 
widely interesting questions before the 
American people. A great change has been 
brought about in public opinion and in the 
attitude of public men toward woman suf- 
frage since the days when devoted women 
like Blizabeth Oady Stanton, Susan B. An- 
thony, Lucretia Mott, and their associates 
braved ridicule and violent prejudice to sow 
the seed of their faith. ‘he element of ridi- 
eule has disappeared among the intelligent. 
and in the most conservative class of Ameri- 
cans the claims of suffrage are considered 
with Patience and gravity and to 2 growing’ 
extent with agreement. i 

RFC 
raise the question of general suffrage, but 
presents that aspect of the larger question 
which is conceded generally to be most fa- 
vorable to woman's cause. The suffragists 
have chosen their ground wisely and are in

The bill introduced gives the franchise to 
women for the election of all officérs not 
provided under the constitution, thus avoid- 
ing the necessity for amendment or ques- 
tions of constitutional interpretation. 

The officers thus affected are members of 
the state board of equalization, the board. 
of assessors, the board of review, sanitary 
trustees, and all officers of cities, ‘villages, 
‘and towns, except police magistrates, and 
among township officers the supervisor, 
town ‘clerk, assessor, collector, and high- 
way commissioner. 

The bill also provides that women may 
vote upon all quéstions or propositions sub- 


nicipalities or other political divisions of 
the state, and may participate and vote in 
all. annual end special town meetings in 


townships. 

A provision is also made for separate bal- 
lot boxes and ballots to avoid mistake and 
confusion. 

The chief effect of this measure is to make 
it posaible for women to vote on all questions 
of direct. taxation and to help choose offi- 
cials having directly to do with the callec- 
tion of taxes and the main disbursement or 
expenditure of public funds. 

In ‘support of this feature of the law is 
urged the classic American principle, No 
taxation without representation.” This 
presents one of the simplest and most con- 
vincing of the claims made for enfranchising 
women. It appeals to many men whe do 
not think much of the more general social 
arguments made on behalf of woman’s 
participation in government. It is a part 
of that broad movement away from the. 
‘early absolute dependence of woman upon 
husband or father, represented by statutes 
more and more liberal] in character, recog- 
nizing her separate property tights during 
marriage and induing ber with greater 
legal independence and a distincter legal 
individuality, Most men concede the in- 
justice if not the impolicy of denying to a

soning be logically pursued, the claim for 
the franchise broadens to include the right 
to vote at least upon most local and state 
officials and upon most publie propositions, 
since few of these do-not involve taxation 
directly or indirectly. :

LEGISLATION BY THE GALLERIES. 

I¢ the city council is to be deterred from 
voting on ordinances by the noisy demon- 
strations of packed galleries it would better 
close them to the public. That was a dis- 
graceful performance Monday night, whea 
the aldermen capitulated to the steam rail- 
road employés and sent the so-called electri- 
fication ordinance back to a committee ia- 
stead of voting on it. 

This is the situation: The steam roads 
are largely responsible for the smoke nu 
sance. The smoke inspector has proved it 
on them. They do nothing to lessen the 
nuisance. But when an ordinance which 
would compel them to abate it is before the 
council the railroad employée are egged 
on by their superiors to bring all kinds of 
influence to bear on aldermen to defeat the 
ordinance. Railroad officiale would not per- 
gonally sit in the council galleries and ob- 
struct business by shouting and stamping; 
they leave that to the men who have been 
made to believe they would lose their lives 
or their jobs if electric power were substi- 
tuted for steam power. 

The ordinance which was howled out of. 
the council back to a committee simply pro- 
vides that after Jan. 1, 1913, railroad trains | 
shal] be propelled by power other than that 
of steam, or in a manner which will not pro- | 
duce smoke or noxious gases. That mears 
electrification if the railroads cannot or will 
not stop an atrocious nuisance in some other 
way. It is to that the railroad men should 
give their attention. 

Hleetrification is inevitable—as inevitable 
here as it was in New York City. The rail- 
road managers know it and are merely fight- 
ing for time. The public hearings will elicit 
no new facts and will simply delay final 
action. But some day when the galleries

She died in the arms 
of the old woman. who, in fulfillment of a sol- 
emn promise made to her mistress, prepared 
the remains for the funeral, and who at the 
obseqities, when the solemn words, Ashes 
to ashes and dust to dust.“ were uttered, scat- 
tered some mold which she carried with her 
upon the coffin. It subsequently transpired 
that the old woman had wrapped her former 
mistress in the sheet which had covered the 
clergyman when deed, and that the mold 
which she had scattered on the coffin was 
from his’ grave at Lisbon.

The body of this first wife of Lord Exeter 
was not entombed in the family vault, but, a: 
her own request, in a grave in the village 
churchyard at Hanbury. It was the Vernons 
who, after forcing her into a loveless mar- 
riage, had ostracized her in the most cruel 
fashion for her subsequent two matrimoniai 
alliances, and she did not wish to lie among 
them when dead. 

No mention is made in Burke's or in any 
of the other Peerages of her second and 
third marriages, Which, however, are mat- 
ters ot the most authentic record.

Managers of the vari- 
ous teams were requested to prevent the 
employment of such players, but were given 
permission to allow them on the teams on 
Saturday and other week day games.
